I'pon reaching San Francisco the 
body was placed In charge of the Wells 
Fargo Kxprees, and It left there last 
Sunday night, reaching here at 10:05 
yesterday morning, being taken in 
charge by Messrs. Porter A Cummings, 
from whose undertaking rooms it was 
buried In the Maysville Cemetery at 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

William Lisle was born In this city 
about 22 years ago; his mother died in 
his Infancy; he was then taken to raise 
by his grandmother, who gave him her 
own nam* of (ireen; she, too, died 
while he was too young to care for him- 
self, and Mrs. Amelia Johnson took 
him Into her family and raised htm 
with her own children, he still passing 
by the nam* of Green. 

For some time prior to his enlistment 
he was employed by Mr. Charles U. 
White at his furniture ttore, and he bore 
a good reputation for honesty and in- 
dustry. 

The foregoing facts serve to show how 
considerately I'ncle 8am looks after 
bis saldlers, dead as well as living, as 
the remains of this man were sent to 
his friends at a cost of several hundred 
dollars to the (Jovernment.
